An Ordinance relating to the reg­ 
ulation and construction of Plumbing 
in the City of Ada, Oklahoma, and 
prescribing the ma trials to be used, 
quality of work to be done, and pro­ 
viding a penalty for failure to com­ 
ply with same. 
•Be it ordained by the IMiayor and 
City Council of the City of Ada, Ok­ 
lahoma. 
Section 
I. 
That«*. all 
plumbing 
done in the City, of Ada, Oklahoma, 
shall be done under the control of 
-a committee, appointed by the May­ 
or and consisting of three members 
of the City Council and the City En­ 
gineer who shall act as Inspector. 
See. <2. ‘It shall be the duty of 
said Inspector to inspect all plumb­ 
ing and sewer connections during the 
construe ion of said work and pass 
on the sanitary condition as provided 
in this ordinance and make complant 
•to the Plum bing Committee of any 
violation of the same. 
Said Inspector 
shall 
also 
perform all 
duties 
re­ 
quired of him by Ordinances herein­ 
after to be passed in reference to 
the Sewerage system in the City of 
Ada, Oklahoma, and 
do 
and 
per­ 
form all duties required of him by 
Ordinance and 
by 
the 
Plumbing 
Committee. 
It shall be the duty of said Plumb­ 
ing Committee to examine and pass 
upon the qualifications of all who 
file an application desiring to engage 
in the business of plumbing within 
the limits of the City of Ada, Okla­ 
homa. 
This examination shall satisfy the 
committee as to the applicants abil­ 
ity as a plumber and his familiarity 
with the plumbing regulations of the 
City of Ada, Oklahoma. 
Sec. 3. tit shall be the duty of ev­ 
ery plumber before proceeding with 
the construction of any new work or 
the reconstruction of any old work, 
except in the case of leaks or other 
repairs which 
do 
not 
involve 
a 
change in 
sewerage, 
drainage 
or 
ventila;ion syphons to submit to the 
City Engineer a set of plans show­ 


ing the proposed work to be per­ 
formed and no such work shall be 
done without a permit. 
I 
The conditions of the permit must 
be strictly complied wi h, and the 
work must be done by the plumber 
or person in whose name the permit 
is given. 
Sec. 4. 
That there shall be charg­ 
ed and collected by the City Clerk 
an inspection fee of one dollar for 
each and every sewer connection and 
an additional fee of twenty-five cents 
for each fix.are in new and recon­ 
structed work before the issuance of 
a permit and the receipt of the City 
Clerk shall be exhibited to the City 
Engineer 
before any 
inspection 
is 
made. 
The City Clerk shall keep a 
record of all permits issued under 
this ordinance. The permits shall be 
numbered in 
he order issued. Each 
permit shall give the exact location 
of the property, owner of the prop­ 
erty, kind and number of connections 
and fixtures and name of person or 
persons employed to do the work. 
No permit shall be deemed to au­ 
thorize anything not stated, and for 
any misrepresentation 
the 
plumber 
shall be suspended and. if such mis­ 
representation appears to the Plumb­ 
ing committee to be wilful his li­ 
cense shall be revoked. 
Permits to make connections with 
he sewer system will be issued only 
when the plumbing in the house or 
building to be connected is in ac­ 
cordance with the rules tor plumb­ 
ing hereinafter prescribed. 
The city clerk shall collect all fees 
before issuing any permit and shall 
retain ten per cent of the amoun; 
of such fees as a commiss'on, the bal­ 
ance to be :urned over to the City 
Treasurer and placed to the credit 
of the engineering fund.

The City Engineer shall 
keep a record of his work and make 
monthly reports -to the City Coun­ 
cil covering all plumbing work done 
within the City. All plumbing work 
shall 
be 
frequently inspected 
and 
shall be performed In strict accord­ 
ance with the plumbing regulations 
and with the provisions of this ordi­ 
nance and a list of all 
condemned 
premises shall be kept in 
he office 
of the City Clerk for public inspec­ 
tion.

That every building within 
the sewer district where main or lat­ 
eral sewers are proided for within 
300 feet shall be connected therewith 
within ninety days after the comple­ 
tion and acceptance of such main or 
lateral .in the street or alley abntting 
upon any lot occupied by a building. 
Connections for the sewer must be 
made for all awater closets, urinals, 
sinks or other places where refuse, 
slop, waste paper, water, or domestic 
fluids of any kind is accumula ed 
I or deposited and no owner or occu­ 
pant of any lot or bui-lding shall 
use any privy or urnial or allow, any 
refuse, slops, waste water or domes- 
! tic fluid waste of any kind to ac- 
I cumulate upon such lots after the 
1 completion of the sanitary sewers 


I and the specified rime above men­ 
tioned. 
Sec. 7. 
The sanitary sewerage sys­ 
tem of the City of Ada, consists of 
main and laterial conduits of salt 
(Hazed vitrified earthenware pipe with 
necessary accessories. 
They are de­ 
signed to carry off all liquid house 
wastes, and are known hereinafter 
as sanitary sewers. 
Sec. 8. 
That whenever any sewer 
pipe passes wi hin five feet of any 
well or cistern, or when any sewer 
pipe is laid under ground which has 
-been made or filled in, such pipe 
shall be cast iron, and shall be laid 
as per instructions of the Inspector. 
Sec. 9. The sewer inspector is to 
be given notice when any work is 
ready for inspection and all work is 
to be left uncovered and convenient 


for examination until inspected and 
approved. Such inspection shall be 
made wi hin 21 hours after notifica­ 
tion. The plumber shall furnish all 
necessary tools, labor and assistance 
for testing and inspecting his work 
free of charge to the City of Ada. 
The plumber shall remove or repair 
any defective material when so or­ 
dered by the inspector. 
Sec. IO. No open gutter, cess-pools 
or privy vaults shall be connected 
wa h any sewer or drain only when 
trapped In such a manner that the 
water seal cannot be destroyed. • 
Sec. ll.—No person, firm or corpor­ 
ation shall injure, break or remove 
any portion of any man-hole, larap- 
hole, or flush tank, or any part of 
the sewer system, or throw or depos­ 
it, or cause to be thrown or deposit* 
ed in any sewer opening or receptacle 
connected with the sewer system, any 
garbage, offal, dead animals, vege­ 
table parings, ashes, cinders, 
rags 
or any other m atter or thing what­ 
soever, except faeces, urine the neces­ 
sary water close: tissue paper, liqudd 
house or mill slops, and roof water 
by special permit. 
Sec. 12. Any person, firm or cor­ 
poration desiring to lay pipes for wa­ 
ter, gas, steam or any other pur­ 
pose in the streets or alleys where 
sewers are laid shall give at least 
24 hours notice to the inspector be­ 
fore opening ;he street or alley and 
the manner of excavating for laying 
and back filling over such pipes shall 
be subjected to the approval of the 
inspector. All work shall be plan­ 
ned and executed so that no injury 
shall occur to any public sewer or 
drain or to any house sewer, or drain 
connected therewith. 
Sec. 13.—The sewer inspector shall 
have the power .0 stop and prevent 
from discharg.ng into the sewer sys- 


grade shall not be less than one (I) 
inch in ten (IO) feet unless by spec­ 
ial permission in which case provis­ 
ions must >be made for regular and 
efficient flushing. Curved pipe shall 
be used for every deflection from a 
straight line.

enrolled Choctaws and Chickasaws, 
exclusive of freedmen. 
Some 46,000 enrolled Indians will

$606,936.08 was allowed by United 
States Court of Claims today fn the 
case brought seven years ago by 
the Choctaw and Chlckasaw Nations 
against the United St es as remun- 
eration tor lands allotted to Chick- 
saw Ireedmen.

Court held that freedmen were not 
entitled to allotments given by the 
government and that hence the gov- 
ernment would be required to pay for 
the lands taken from the Indians at 
value of the lands as appraised by 
the Dawes Commission 'for the pur- 
pose of making a division among the 
enrolled Choc taws and Chickasaws 
exclusive of freedmen 


Some 44,000 enrolled Indians will 


parjicipate in this payment which 
will now have to be authorized by

Washington, Jan 24—Judgment for, 


J606.9S6.08 was allowed by United 
States Court of Claims today In the 
case brought seven years ago by 
the Ohoctaw and Chlckasaw Nations 
against the United St es as remun- 
eration for lands allotted to Chick, 
saw treedmen. 


In passing judgment today 
the 


Court held that freedmen were not 
entitled to allotments given by the 
government and that hence the gov- 
ernment would be required to pay for 
the lands taken from the Indians at 
value of the lands as appraised by 
the Dawes Commission for the pur- 
pose of making a division among the 
enrolled Choctaws and Chickasaws, 
exclusive of freedmen 


Some 46,000 enrolled Indians will 


participate in this payment which 
will now have to be authorized by 
congress, and which, it is expected, 
will be tacked on the urgent defi- 
ciency bill, which has already pass- 
ed the house The value of each tract 
_Qf_land give,n to Chicteasaw ifjeedin 
Is fixed at i$13016 by the Court of
